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COURT METHODS 


Legality of Appointment of 
Investigators Challenged 


ment of System Demanded 


REPORT OF SPECIAL 
COMMITTEE HEARD 


Judges Requested to Have 
All Reports in Divorce 
Cases Now on File Burned 
or Destroyed. 


Activities of the eight investiga- 
tors in the Court of Domestic Rela- 
tions were under fire last night at 
a@ meeting of the St. Louis Bar Ags- 
sociation at the Elks Club, 3619 
Lindell boulevard. 

Discussion was taken up after 
Douglas W:. Robert, chairman of a 
special committee, read a _ report 
which not only criticised the work 
of the investigators, but also chal- 
lenged the legality of their appoint- 
ment. The committee, the report 
states, failed to find any authority 
in law for appointment of investiga- 
tors, and a recommendation was 
made that the Circuit Judges imme- 
diately abolish the system and “that 
all reports in divorce cases which 
are now on file be burned or de- 
stroyed.” 


System as Revealed by Report. 

The system, as revealed by the re- 
port, is as follows: 

As soon as a divorce or mainte- 
nance suit is filed a blank is filed 
in with. the names of the parties, 
addresses and attorneys. If no chil- 
dren are involved usually no inves- 
tigation is made. The blank is as- 
signed to one of the investigators 
and the work begins. The first step 
is to send a notice to the parties 
to call upon the deputy at the office 
in the Municipal Courts Building 
and to bring three or four witnesses. 
This is signed by the deputy over 
the words “Investigator Court of 
Domestic Relations” and is headed 
“Court of Domestic Relations, Cir- 
cuit Court, Eighth Circuit of Mis- 
souri.”’ ‘ 

“It is easy to see that the average 
person would regard this as a court 
summons and promptly obey it,” the 
committee’s report states. “‘The title 
adopted, ‘Investigator Court of Do- 
mestic, Relations,’ is not warranted, 
as there is no such office.” 

“If a person does not appear for 
questioning,” the report continues, 
“a call is made at the home and 
the party is informed that the Judge 
has ordered the investigation. The 
notice contains the statement that 
‘compliance with the request will 
expedite the investigation,’ thereby 
hastening the trial of your case.’ 
This is unwarranted. Even rule 
47B (the rule of court which cre- 
ated the system) gives the investi- 
gators no power over the doéket. 
They have no right to say when the 
case shall be set for trial. 


“Reports Full of Hearsay.” 
“On the morning of the trial the 
report is delivered to the clerk of 


the division to which the case is 
assigned, and when the case is 
called the clerk hands the report 


to the Judge. The reports are full of 
hearsay. Impressions of neighbors 
are given as well as those of the in- 
vestigators. They are, of course, not 
evidence and cannot go into the 
record, but the reading of them 
must necessarily produce an impres- 
sion on the mind of the trier of the 
case.” 

The committee cited 25 concrete 
cases upon which it based its con- 
clusions. One is as follows: 

“A wife charged that her husband 
had deserted her 10 years before. 
They have two children, a daughter 
20 and a son 17. After the hus- 
band had deserted his wife she sup- 
ported the children, educating the 
girl at a prominent’ school, and 
brought her out in society. The boy 
is being educated at a boys’ school. 
The investigator could have seen. 
that the children were about grown 
and were luxuriously cared for, and 
did not need charitable assistance, 
yet she interviewed five witnesses 
as to the causes of the divorce, with- 
out any reference to the children’s 
condition.”

Perjury Charge Reviewed. ! 

The committee reviewed the case 

of a woman who was indicted on a 
charge of perjury as a result of the 
activity of an investigator. The 
woman, in her divorce suit, had de- 
nied associating with a certain man, 
and after the trial of her case, she 
was charged with perjury. The per- 
jury charge wa3 dismissed on a tech- 
nicality, and she was finally granted 
a decree of divorce Jan. 25 last. “So 
ended the tale, but the record is 
silent as to what has become of her 
two children,” the report concludes. 
Circuit Judge Calhoun, who was 
at the Bar Association meeting, 
siated that the case just referred to 
had been in his court and he thought 
it W only fair to the investigators 
to say the woman is now the wife 
of the man mentioned in her case. 
Charles A. Powers, attorney for the 
woman, replied that the man had 
married the woman out of sympathy | 
after her reputation had been ruined 
by the work of investigators. 
When Chairman Robert had fin- 
ished reading the report he was ap- 
plauded by a large number of law- 
yers and it seemed the report would 
be adopted unanimously. However, 
several lawyers spoke in defense of 
the system, and on motion of former 
Circuit Judge O'Neill Ryan the mat- 
ter was laid over until the next meet- 
ing of the Bar Association. Mean- 
time a summary of the report will 
be printed and circulated among 
members. 

Defenders of System Heard. 
Charles P. Dolan, assistant city 
Counselor, denied a statement that 
the city was illegally paying $12,000 
a year in salary to the investigators. 
He declared the court has the legal 
right to employ investigators. Others 
who spoke in favor of the investiga- 
‘ors were Attorneys Harry E. 
Sprague, Lawrence E. McDaniel, W. 
Scott Hancock, Norman Sadler and 
R. T. Brownrigg. 

Sadier, who was the author of the 
legislative bill -creating the Court 
of Domestic Relations, said that 
much good had been accomplished 
by investigators.

CONFERENCE ATTEMPTS TO FIX 
GENERAL TAXATION PRINCIPLES 


Will Ask League of Nations to Rec- 
ommend Acceptance of Conclu- 
sions by the World. 
By the Associated Press. 
GENEVA, Oct. 9.—Taxation ex- 


perts, headed by Pasquale Daroma 
of Italy, are assembled here under 
the auspices of the League of Na- 


tions. They will continue the inves- 
tigation into double texation and 
evasion of taxation begun some time 
ago by distinguished economists, in- 
eluding Prof. E. R, A. Seligman of 
the United States. 

The conference already has re- 
jected some conclusion of the eco- 
nomists concerning the treatment of 
the income tax and had agreed upon 
the principle that the general in- 
come tax should be collected by the 
state of domicile. 

This principle was applied to the 
treaty between Germany and Switz- 
erland approved last week by the 
German Government. It stipulates 
that the income tax shall be paid by 
the respective citizens of Germany 
and Switzerland working in the re- 
gions along their frontiers in the 
communes in which they are domi- 
ciled, irrespective of theig citizen- 
ship. The experts hold that there 
may be exceptions by which the 
state in which an income originates 
may have the right to impose a 
general tax upon the Income, 

Realizing that no change ‘in ex- 
isting conditions can be bhrought 
about in the absence of international 
conventions, the experts will ask 
the League of Nations to approve 
their concluftons gnd “urge ‘the va- 
rious states to accept them,

There is hardly a city in the United States but 
has its blighted district, where property values 
have almost disappeared. Differing from the 
blighted districts only in degree are the numerous 
localities which have deteriorated in every respect, 
largely from want of just such regulation. Where 
the use of an individual's property impairs the use- 
fulness of adjoining property and affects adverse- 
ly an entire locality a grave injustice, morally, so- 
cially and materially. has been done. There can 
be no argument about that. 

To prevent such injustice, which not infrequently 
touches the tragic, is the purpose of zoning ordi- 
hnances so many cities have adopted. The St Louis 
roning ordinance mar be too pretentious. That
